Subject, —Deregistration of Exporters. 

No. 5©-rrC(PN)/75.—Attention is invited to the provisions regarding registration and 
de-registration of exporters as laid down in paras 106—108 in Chapter V of the Import 
Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1975-76. 

2. In the aforesaid provisions, in para 107, after the existing sub-para (2), the 
following new gub-para may bo added:— 

“(3) Where the Chief Controller of Imports & Exports is satisfied that an exporter 
has failed, for inadequate reasons, to comply with the terms of an export 
contract as regards the quality and specification of the goods to be exported 
or the period of delivery or m any other respect, he may, without prejudice 
to any other action that may be taken in this behalf, direct the registering 
authority to de-register such exporter for a specified or indefinite period 
and in respect of a particular export product or products or all the export 
products covered by the import policy for Registered Exporters; provided 
that no such action shall be taken unless the exporter has been given ,an 
opportunity of being heard in the matter.” 

3. The corresponding provisions in para 15, Part ’E’, Section I of the Import Trade 
O’-'drol Policy (Red Boot—VoL n) for April 1975—March 1976^ may also be deemed 
to have been amended accordingly.
